The great Roman Orator faid of Virgil,— “ Mag- 
na fpes altera Rome :’’—an Englifhman can with great 
truth fay of the Duke of York, that he is the fecond 
hope of Britain. : 

The exotic, it has been obferved, often improves 
and acquires poignancy of flavour’ by tranfpofition 
from a native foil :—the Royal Frederick confefles the 
genial influence of Britain—He has exchanged the 
phlegm of the German for the folidity of the Englith 
judgment, apathy for feeling, and pertinacity for wit. 

A frong characteriftic family likenefs may be tra- 
ced between the prefent Duke of York and his illu- 
{tridus anceftor George I, but it is a’refemblance in 
the higheft ftave of improvement, like that which 
a five paititing derives"from age; giving ‘nicllownefs™ 
to its colouring, and refinement to its traits. Chefter- 
field’s chataéter of that departed Monarch is rather 
a caricature than a juit or Addifon’s is the 
more juft reprefenfation of hiftoric truth, who allows 
him integrity, {pirit, and all thofe features of charac- 
ter that conftitute an amiable Monarch ; and the fame 
virtues are hereditary in the Duke of York, in a de- 
gree that ftand in proof of the legitimacy of his de- 
icent. 

His Royal Highnefs is in perfon and figure emi- 
nently beantiful, captivating in his manners, and full 
of grace in his deportment.. The dignity of his ad- 
dreis and perfon render him the delight of the Draw- 


ing-room. 

YF a public charaéter, the Duke of York has yes 
had little to call forth the difplay of his talents; but 
whenever future exigencies of State fhall invite them 
into action, there is little doubt of his being equally 
the-brighteft-ornament of the Cabinet as a Statefman, 
and of the freld as a Soldier. We know, that the

However, the commandant took the ne+ 
ceflary precaution to preferve good order: each bate 
talion was farnifhed with a piece of cannén; the guns 
of the place were puinted tp the ae ftreets; ‘and 
the patroles and guards doubled, with orders to ftop 
all whom they thould meet armed. In the afternoon, 
fome_ot the miuitary were ill ufed by the populace ; ; 
but, mpon the appearance of a {trong detachment, the | 
mob difperfed; a rvcret between ‘and a’. 
clock, they began plundering in fome of the bye-cor- 
ners of the town, all the bells rang, and the gatrifon 
aflumbled under arms, but were fluted with a volley 
of ftones and muiket thot, which they anfwered pret- 
ty warmly, and the people difperfed, but affembled 
in other places, and oppofed the troops; in fhort, 
the confufion foon became general, and was increafed 
by accounts that a number of peafants were approach-~ 
ing the town.
